WHY A NATIONAL LIBRARY 
WEEK? 


BECAUSE the habit of reading is not 
keeping pace with increased education, 
leisure time or high disposable income. 


BECAUSE 60% of American adults did not 
read a book, other than the Bible, during 
1955. 


BECAUSE half of the adults in this coun- 
try live within a mile of a public library— 
but only one-fifth of them visit it. 


BECAUSE new standards of public li- 
brary service have just been issued by the 
American Library Association; they need 
community attention and acceptance. 


BECAUSE recruiting trained personnel is 
a major problem for all libraries; more 
efforts are needed to attract young people 
to the profession. The shortage is handi- 
capping library expansion. 


BECAUSE soaring enrollments mean that 
school and college library facilities must 
be expanded. 


National Library Week is being organ- 
ized by the National Book Committee, Inc., 
a non-profit organization formed to pro- 
mote the wider and wiser use of books. 
Library Week is the first united drive of 
the communications industry to increase 
the number of readers in America and to 
increase reading among confirmed readers. 
It will be supported by newspaper, maga- 
zine and book publishers, their printers 
and suppliers. 


WHAT CAN A NATIONAL 
LIBRARY WEEK DO? 


INCREASE support for libraries from the 
highest levels of leadership in economic, 
professional and cultural life of the coun- 


try. 


EXPOSE the need for the extension and 
improvement of school and public library 
services. 


OFFER opportunities for librarians to 
work more closely with newspaper, maga- 
zine and advertising executives in broad- 
ening the use of printed materials. 


ATTRACT wider public attention to li- 
brary services through features in national 
mass media. 


PROMOTE prestige for reading itself. Na- 
tional Library Week will show the vital 
role libraries can play in: 
The fun of reading aloud in the family 
The rewards of reading as a leisure-time 
activity 
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The contribution of reading to career 
advancement 


Publicity and promotion of library facil- 
ities during the Week will enhance the im- 
portance of all kinds of libraries to the 
community. 


INDIANA’S PARTICIPATION 


Lyman S. Ayres, president of Indianapo- 
lis’ leading department store, the L. S. 
Ayres & Co., and vice-president of the 
Indiana State Library and _ Historical 
Board, has accepted the invitation of the 
national committee for NLW to be State 
Chairman for Indiana. Closely associated 
with Mr. Ayres is a library steering com- 
mittee composed of Alta Parks, president 
of I.L.A., Donald E. Thompson, chairman 
of the Indiana Library Planning Commit- 
tee, Leon I. Jones, chairman of the I.L.A. 
Publicity Committee, and the Director and 
the Extension Head of the State Library. 
This steering committee met with Virginia 
H. Mathews, NLW Field Organizer of 
New York, on November 2 to make pre- 
liminary plans for Indiana’s participation 
in National Library Week. 


The steering committee was immediately 
augmented by the full membership of the 
Indiana Library Planning Committee, a 
joint body made up of official representa- 
tives of all library organizations of the state, 
namely, Mrs. Benjamin Saks, president of 
Board of Trustees of the Gary Public Li- 
brary, Jethro Meek, president of Board 
of Trustees of the Greensburg Public Li- 
brary, C. R. Lay, member of Board of 
Trustees of the Marion Public Library, all 
being representatives of the I.L.T.A.; Ed- 
ward Hayward, Librarian, Hammond, Lu- 
cile Williams, Librarian, Kendallville, Don- 


ald Thompson, Librarian, Wabash College, 
Crawfordsville, all representatives of 
I.L.A.; Mrs. Jeannette Lane, Librarian, So- 
cial Service and Adult Education Divi- 
sions, I.U. Extension Center, Indianapolis, 
representing S.L.A.; Miss Mary Evelyn 
Guinn, High School Librarian, Blooming- 
ton, representing I.S.L.A.; ex-officio mem- 
bers, Harold F. Brigham, State Librarian, 
Mrs. Dorothy Reed Lykins, president of 
I. L. T. A., Alta Parks, president of I.L.A. 
and Miss Tommye Rankin, state super- 
visor of school libraries. To these were 
added two representatives from each of 
the six library districts of the state, and 
all met with Mr. Ayres on December 17 
to complete plans for the important role 
that Indiana libraries of all types will play 
in the observance of National Library 
Week, which replaces Indiana Library 
Week observed in recent years. 


Citizens Campaign 


The role of libraries is only one phase 
of the overall plan because National Li- 
brary Week is to be, essentially, a Citi- 
zens Campaign, of, by and for all people, 
especially adults. There is a national citi- 
zens committee, and there is now being 
formed an Indiana Citizens Committee 
which will work with Mr. Ayres as state 
chairman. The state citizens committee is 
beginning now to set up local citizens 
committees. 


Local librarians of public, college and 
school libraries are looked to as key per- 
sons to assure the organization and func- 
tioning of local citizens committees. These 
local committees are at the heart of the 
entire National Library Week effort be- 
cxuse they will determine how widely and

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CONFERENCE 


The 1957 I.L.A.-LL.T.A. Conference 
will be remembered as a work session in 
which the two organizations made a study 
of their internal organization and the 
possibilities for more united action in the 
future. This 66th annual conference of 
I.L.A. and the 49th of I.L.T.A. was held on 
October 17-19 at the Sheraton-Lincoln 
Hotel, Indianapolis. A total of 424 per- 
sons registered for the Conference. 


Mrs. Dorothy Lykins, president of 
I.L.T.A., presided at the first general ses- 
sion. She introduced Stillman Taylor, pres- 
ident of I.L.A., who spoke on the subject 
of “Where Do We Want to Go? Are We 
Organized to Get There?” Mr. Taylor 
pointed to certain problems in the internal 
workings of the organization, presented 
some possible solutions, and emphasized 
that corrections would have to be made 
so that the future could be approached 
with a closely-knit and united membership. 


All Members Participate 


The program was arranged so that all 
of the members of the two associations 
would have opportunity to participate. 
The main work of the Conference was de- 
voted to deliberation on the recommenda- 
tions coming out of the fourteen discussion 
groups which met on the first day of the 
Conference. 


The topic of this basic discussion was 
“How to make the Association representa- 
tive of the membership.” There was a free- 
dom of expression in the small roundtable 
groups which would have been impossible 
in a meeting of the whole convention. 


The specific questions which were dis- 
cussed were these: 1. What are the func- 


tions of I.L.A. and I.L.T.A.? 2. What are 
the advantages and disadvantages of com- 
bining I.L.A. and I.L.T.A.? 3. How well 
do the boards and committees represent 
the thinking of the membership? 4. What 
prevents more active participation by 
members? 5. What should be the role of 
the State Library? 


On Thursday evening a panel presented 
the opinions collected in answer to the 
above questions. This panel was composed 
of Robert McClarren, Crawfordsville; Paul 
Henderson, Mooresville trustee; Carolyn 
Whitenack, Purdue University; Roger 
Francis, South Bend; Mae Konkle, Ver- 
sailles; and Martha Reynolds, Terre Haute, 
moderator. 


Recommendations Summarized 


A final summing up of the opinions of 
the membership was given by another 
panel on Saturday morning. Mrs. Harriet 
Bard, Richmond, was moderator and the 
members of the panel were Mary Holmes, 
Logansport; Mrs. James Clifford, Evans- 
ville trustee; Mrs. John Lillich, Columbia 
City trustee; and Harold Sander, Indian- 
apolis. The recommendations and obser- 
vations made by the Saturday panel were 
these: 


1. Communication means understand- 
ing. We should have more roundtable dis- 
cussions, encourage freedom of expression, 
increase our use of small groups to obtain 
greater participation. Group discussion was 
especially effective this year. 


2. We need to reaffirm our unity of 
goals—improve fellowship, disagree like 
friends when we must, work together more 
closely within each library as well as with 
other libraries. 
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3. We should encourage attendance for 
the entire time of the conference—attend- 
ance this year was excellent from start to 
finish and participation also was excellent. 


4. Our Conferences should include more 
inspiration and reflect larger vision in our 
planning to raise us above our own “little 
ideas and problems.” 


5. We need to follow through, to elab- 
orate and act on some of the suggestions 
made; (a) District meetings developing 
their own programs, allowing adequate 
time to study individual problems; (b) 
Re-distribution of districts, especially those 
in the South which are on North-South 
transportation routes; (c) More district 
meetings or workshops; (d) More com- 
munication so that all could share their 
reasoning and be aware of both sides of 
questions. 


6. Confidence in the State Library was 
clearly expressed; any misconceptions of 
the Library's role can be attributed to lack 
of information and understanding. 


I.L.A. Officers Elected 


The new officers elected by the I.L.A. 
for 1957-58 were these: president, Alta 
Parks, Gary; vice-president and president- 
elect, Roger B. Francis, South Bend; secre- 
tary, John May, Purdue University; treas- 
urer, Kathryn Nicholas, Scottsburg; and 
director-at-large, George A. Curtis, La 
Porte. 


The membership of I.L.A. voted to in- 
crease the dues of the organization in 
order to accomplish some of the things 
members and the executive board felt 
should be done. In the past the small bud- 
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get permitted only the Legislative and 
Action committees to meet whenever they 
needed, both being joint committees. Other 
committees need to meet more often. Also, 
there has been some suggestion of the need 
for an executive secretary. 


Dues Revision 


Section 7 of the By-Laws on dues was 
changed to provide: student dues, $2 an- 
nually; retired members, $2 annually; free 
life memberships for those who have 
reached age 65 and have given 30 years 
of library service; non-professional mem- 
bership for inclusion in Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield, $3 annually; dues based on 
salary are $1500 and under, $2 annually; 
$1500 to $2500, $3 annually; $2500 to 
$3500, $4 annually; $3500 to $5000, $5 
annually; $5000 to $7500, $6 annually; 
$7500 to $10,000, $7 annually; $10,000 and 
over, $10 annually. 


Section 9 of the By-Laws was changed 
to read thus: Dues—Life Membership. Any 
member may become a life member ex- 
empt from annual dues by paying $50. 
Of each life membership, $5 shall be added 
to the Scholarship and Loan Fund. 


Some months before the Conference the 
various committees of I.L.A. had been 
studying their structure, duties and repre- 
sentation. Many of the recommended 
changes in committee structure are still 
being studied. 


It was with these changes in mind that 
the I.L.A. Board requested a constitutional 
revision enabling the Association to change 
the constitution and by-laws by a mail 
vote. The amendments to Section 13 and 
14 as presented by the Constitution Re- 
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vision Committee failed to pass and were 
returned to the Committee for further 
study and clarification on the question of 
what is a constitutional quorum in a mail 
vote. 


Lura Currier Speaks 


Mrs. Lura Currier, Director, Missis- 
sippi State Library Commission, was the 
guest speaker at the annual dinner meet- 
ing. Her subject was entitled “Collusion 
of the Conjunctions: or, The If's, And’s 
and But’s of Library Development.” Mrs. 
Currier was introduced by Donald Thomp- 
son, Wabash College librarian, who was a 
former member of the Commission. Mrs. 
Currier gave an entertaining and challeng- 
ing speech which was well-spiced with 
bits of humor and significant anecdotes. 


In the course of her talk Mrs. Currier 
listed some obstacles to improvement in 
the community program for library serv- 
ice according to her experiences. Some 
of the obstacles are the difficult nature of 
the problems involved, resistance to rapid 
change, fear of losing identity, and prob- 
lems of personal differences. 


Dorothy Lykins Honored 


During the course of the dinner meet- 
ing Lucile Williams, Kendallville, pre- 
sented the Trustee Citation to Mrs. Doro- 
thy Lykins, president of I.L.T.A. Mrs. Ly- 
kins has been a member of the Covington 
Library Board since 1949 and is the pres- 
ent president. Mrs. Lykins served as the 
president of I.L.T.A. last year and was re- 
elected for a second term. 


Miss Williams presented the award to 
Mrs. Lykins in recognition of her sincere 
interest in the development of Indiana li- 
braries and for her acceptance of respon- 
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sibilities, both in her local community and 
the State organizations. 


Mrs. Albert Ferris, Milton trustee, pre- 
sented the I.L.T.A. Award to an Outstand- 
ing Librarian in District IV, namely, Mrs. 
Eleanor Morris, Cambridge City. 


Barbara Weaver, Millersburg, was the 
recipient of the $100 Modern Binding 
Corporation scholarship. Miss Weaver will 
take graduate work at Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, Pittsburgh. 


Legislative Recommendations 


Preparation for the next legislative pro- 
gram was begun at this conference by the 
passage of recommendations made by the 
outgoing Legislative committee. Associa- 
tion members voted to refer the following 
to the incoming committee for considera- 
tion: 1. recognition by the Associations of 
members of the General Assembly who 
sponsored and supported the bills in the 
1957 legislature; 2. support for the State 
Library appropriation request; 3. presen- 
tation in a separate bill of a request for 
funds for a State Archives and Central Re- 
pository Building; 4. appointment of a 
special committee to study the regional 
possibilities for Indiana libraries; 5. re- 
newal of a library study commission pro- 
posal, with the possible inclusion of school 
libraries in the survey after consultation 
with the Indiana School Librarians Asso- 
ciation; 6. exploration of the lease-rental 
method of providing library buildings; 
7. study of state aid for libraries. 


The report of the Subcommittee on 
Standards was approved as a guide. This 
report, “Horizons Unlimited,” is a 16-page 
adaptation and simplification of the new 
A.L.A. standards, Public Library Service, 
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A Guide to Evaluation, with Minimum 
Standards. 


Dorothy Jones, treasurer of I.L.A., re- 
ported a total of 702 members and 32 life 
members in the association. 


Adult Education Summary 


A summary report was given by Dr. 
Robert Smith on the I.U.-Purdue Com- 
munity Services in Adult Education pro- 
gram for libraries. Experiments conducted 
by Community Services in the past four 
years in cooperation with the libraries 
have taken several forms, such as in-serv- 
ice education, a long term project at Kend- 
allville, consultation with library agencies, 
and special workshops and _ institutes to 
train personnel in methods of adult educa- 
tion. The data collected from these projects 
offer proof that adult education has great 
potentials for all libraries, small as well 
as large. 


In their separate business session the 
I.L.T.A. elected the following officers: 
president, Mrs. W. H. Lykins, Covington; 
vice-president, Carl Luginbill, Berne; sec- 
retary, Richard McCracken, Paoli; treas- 
urer, Mrs. Helen Thompson, Noblesville; 
directors, Mrs. Robert O. Bertsch of Cam- 
bridge City, Mrs. John Lillich of Colum- 
bia City, and Thomas G. Voss, Seymour. 


New I.L.T.A. By-laws 


A new set of by-laws was presented to 
I.L.T.A. members by Mrs. A. J. Moeller, 
Columbia City, chairman of a committee 
on revisions. It was voted to substitute the 
new set of by-laws for the old constitu- 
tion and by-laws. Other members of the 
committee were Mrs. R. O. Bertsch, Cam- 
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bridge City, and Mrs. Furel R. Burns, 
North Manchester. 


A memorial service for members of 
I.L.T.A. who had died during the past year 
was prepared by Mrs. W. A. Johnson of 
Perrysville. The service was read by Mrs. 
Samuel Clifford, Evansville. Those persons 
memorialized were as follows: Fannie 
Foulk, Aurora; Walter Croft, Jasonville; 
W. H. Beatty, French Lick; W. E. Menke, 
Huntingburg; Louis Wagner, Hunting- 
burg (president from 1923-1953); Bert 
Mason, Covington; Truman M. Stowers, 
Kirklin; Edna Monroe, Upland; H. E. 
Bayne, Pennville; Mrs. Marshall C. Hend- 
erson, Wabash; and Charles Blumer, Kend- 
allville. 


The guest speaker at the Trustees’ lunch- 
eon was Dr. C. D. W. Thornton who spoke 
on “The Responsibilities in Atomic Energy 
Education of the Public.” Dr. Thornton is 
Director of Research and Development at 
the Farnsworth Electronics Company, 
Fort Wayne. The invocation for the lunch- 
eon was given by Mrs. Alta White, Worth- 
ington, I.L.T.A. secretary. 


Other conference speakers were Dr. 
Irvin Ehrenpreis, Indiana University, who 
spoke at the Special Libraries Association 
luncheon on “An American Reader in 
British Research Libraries,” and Anauta, 
the Eskimo author, who told of her early 
life in Baffin Island at the luncheon on 
Saturday. 


The Ohio Library Association will join 
I.L.A. and I.L.T.A. for the 1958 confer- 
ence, scheduled for Nov. 6-8 at the French 
Lick-Sheraton Hotel. The 1959 conference 
will be Nov. 5-7 at the Sheraton-Lincoln, 
Indianapolis. 


INDIANA’S NEW PRIVATE COLLEGE LIBRARIES 


Increased enrollments and the growth 
of library materials has necessitated the 
construction of more adequate library 
quarters at several of the private colleges 
in the state. One other college library will 
have new space within a year and several 
other institutions are in the process of 
drawing plans and collecting funds for fu- 
ture expansion, according to the replies 
received in a recent survey. Because of 
their up-to-date facilities these new col- 
lege libraries are equipped to serve all 
the varied needs of their students. 


Anderson College Library 

The $620,000 Charles E. Wilson Library 
of Anderson College was dedicated on 
October 26, 1957. The four-story building 
is Georgian Colonial style, finished in 
Williamsburg brick. The 69 x 137 structure 
has a capacity of’ 150,000 volume and a 
seating capacity of 280. 

The main floor contains the main read- 
ing-reference room, circulation foyer, pe- 
riodical room, two typing rooms, process- 
ing and cataloging rooms and the librar- 
ian’s office. Heavy light-oak furniture is 
found in the reading room. 

Book stacks and reading rooms princi- 
pally occupy the third floor, though two 
seminar rooms and six faculty studies are 
included. 

The ground floor contains a lounge, an 
audio-visual auditorium, the School of 
Theology library, five special music listen- 
ing rooms and a kitchenette. 

Acoustical tile ceilings and asphalt tile 
floors have been installed throughout the 
building in keeping with the modern in- 
terior finish. Emphasis has been placed on 
the color schemes in the various rooms. 

Special air washing and filtering equip- 
ment on the fourth floor provides air-con- 
ditioning, but Alumni Hall, the audio- 


visual auditorium, is the only room having 
refrigerated air. 


DePauw University Library 


The Roy O. West Library at DePauw 
University was dedicated on October 20, 
1956. It provides a modern, functionally- 
designed library, ideally suited to the edu- 
cational program of the institution. 


Four stories in height, with the ground 
floor taking advantage of the land con- 
tours and being above ground level for 
the most part, the building has a total 
floor space of approximately 75,000 square 
feet. Seating accommodations for 700 stu- 
dents, or more than one third of the stu- 
dent body, are provided. Included in these 
seating arrangements are approximately 
200 individual studies or carrells, individual 
typing booths on each floor, and a special 
typing room adjacent to the Reserve Room. 
Six studies are available for assignment 
to members of the faculty engaged in re- 
search. 


The library has the open-shelf arrange- 
ment for practically the entire collection, 
including many reserve books. Patrons 
may browse at will among the 130,000 
volumes. Fluorescent lights are used ex- 
tensively in the stack areas with the Refer- 
ence Room and the Reserve Room having 
specially-designed diffusion shields which 
provide high candle power at desk level, 
with an almost total absence of shadow. 


Among the unusual features are an air- 
conditioned auditorium seating 125, a 
small listening room with accommodations 
for 25, and nine individual listening rooms. 
The auditorium is equipped with a movie 
projector, sound equipment, and other 
visual-aid equipment. 


On three of the floors are located small 
conference or seminar rooms where faculty

and students meet regularly to discuss 
assignments and general reading. 

The building is of reinforced concrete 
construction with brick veneer exterior. 
Window frames and sashes are of alum- 
inum. Total cost of the building, including 
furniture, was $1,100,000. 

Evansville College Library 

The Clifford Memorial Library of Evans- 
ville College was dedicated on March 19, 
1957. This three story building is of modi- 
fied Gothic style with an Indiana lime- 
stone exterior. The building cost was ap- 
proximately $500,000. All furnishings in 
the building are new and of a simple, mod- 
ern design. The floors are of asphalt tile, 
and the ceilings, which are low, are of 
acoustical tile. 

The ground floor houses quarters for 
receiving and processing, several alcoves 
for students, an audio-visual auditorium, 
an archives room, and the boiler room. 

The main floor contains reading rooms, 
reference reading space, circulation desk, 
faculty reading room and kitchenette. 

Five seminar rooms are located on the 
top floor, in addition to book stacks, re- 
search alcoves, and an administrative area. 

An innovation are private study desks 
behind the stacks on each floor which give 
the user more seclusion than he has in the 
public reading room. Privacy is further 
accomplished through several closed read- 
ing cubicles. 

Hanover College Library 

The library of Hanover College was 
transferred to the new library building on 
May 23, 1952. The building is of colonial 
style and cost $400,000. The seating capa- 
city is 150 persons and the shelves have 
a capacity of 150,000 volumes. 

The main lobby is finished in Williams- 
burg green and lighted by chandeliers. 


The two large reading rooms on the south - 
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are paneled in birch, the two in the middle 
tier of rooms are finished in gray. The tier 
of rooms on the north side of the building 
have yellow walls to bring in the sunlight. 
Included here are the librarian’s office, the 
cataloging room, a special fireproof room 
for rare materials of the college and li- 
brary, two seminar rooms, and a record 
listening room. 

The second or mezzanine level of stacks 
houses back files of unbound periodicals 
and government documents. A lower level 
is used for newspaper storage and the top 
level, in addition to its three faculty offices, 
also has space for expansion. For the 
present students doing special research 
may reserve tabies there for working head- 
quarters. 

The ample space, excellent lighting, 
comfortable furnishings, attractive decora- 
tion, and generally satisfying atmosphere 
of the building have resulted in increased 
library use. 

Huntington College Library 

Huntington College completed her 
Loew-Alumni Library building in 1953 
and occupied the ground floor in the fall 
of that year. When completed the build- 
ing will have three stack levels which will 
house approximately 60,000 books. There 
will be three seminar rooms and eight 
carrells with plans for eight more. Display 
windows on either side of the front en- 
trance add to the attractiveness of the 
building. 

Plans are being made for the installa- 
tion of the two-level stack unit on the first 
floor, and it is hoped that it will be ready 
for occupancy in a years time. This year 
shelving was installed in two seminar 
rooms, one of which was completely fur- 
nished. 

The ground floor now occupied has read- 
ing room space seating 66 readers, stack 
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area, work room, and temporary office. 

This two story brick building in the 
modern style is about 70 feet square in 
size. The building was originally estimated 
to cost $115,000 or more when fully 
utilized. 

Rose Poly Library 

The Rose Polytechnic Institute Library 
moved into its present quarters in March, 
1950. The library is housed in the adminis- 
tration building. The room was completely 
remodeled and enlarged. At the present 
time there is stack space for 26,000 vol- 
umes with space provided for doubling 
this stack capacity. 

The library quarters has seating space 
for 84 people with some space for enlarg- 
ing this capacity. An office and work space 
are provided with a room for storage and 
special study facilities. 

The main reading room measures 42 by 
86 feet. It is wei lighted with both natural 
and artificial light. Wall shelving is pro- 
vided for reference works and recent books 
in other categories. Also there is adequate 
space for display of periodicals. 

Taylor University Library 

The Ayres-Alumni Memorial Library of 
Taylor University was dedicated on Octo- 
ber 14, 1950. The building is of red brick 
in the colonial style. The overall dimen- 
sions of the building are 151 feet long and 
67 feet wide. Space for several classrooms 
is provided on the ground floor. 

The library provides space for approx- 
imately 65,000 volumes in its three-tier 
stack wing. More than 200 readers may be 
accommodated in its reading rooms, which 
are equipped with furniture in light birch. 

There are ample facilities for faculty 
study, work with audio-visual aids, typing 
research materials and the appreciation of 
records. A lounge is provided for faculty 
members.

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LA PORTE COUNTY ORGANIZES BOOK STATIONS

Frequently libraries do not approach 
their potentialities for service. The inertia 
they have accumulated over a number of 
years of doing things the same way seems 
to numb their appreciation of their capa- 
bilities. To combat this inertia librarians 
need to re-assess their services. Where their 
services are not adequate, improvement is 
necessary. 


In 1954 the La Porte County Library 
re-assessed its services and began a pro- 
gram of improvement. The County Li- 
brary, organized in 1939, had an annual 
circulation of approximately 70,000 vol- 
umes in 1953. Population increases in the 
county since World War II seemed to in- 
dicate that the circulation should be 
larger. 


The first step in improving the service 
was the employment of a professional li- 
brarian, Miss Natalie Tinkham, in July 
of 1954, to supervise the work of the Li- 
brary. In January of 1955 a new Gersten- 
lager Pioneer bookmobile was purchased to 
replace the modified panel truck which 
had been in use for about seven years. 
The new bookmobile could make a larger 
number of stops with approximately twice 
the number of books. 


The next step in the expansion of the 
County Library service was the setting up 
of stations in the small towns in La Porte 
County. The decision to organize a series 
of stations was a major policy decision of 
the Library Board. The alternative of a 
second bookmobile was discussed but the 
Board felt that the principle advantages of 
increased hours and greater availability of 


books could be provided better by stations 
than by a second bookmobile. 


The decision to set up a series of stations 
required some courage on the part of the 
Board because it meant an increase in the 
tax levy. The County Library rate had 
remained at 4¢ for many years. Since there 
had been no resistance to the penny in- 
crease in the rate necessary for the pur- 
chase of the bookmobile, the Board was 
encouraged to believe that the county was 
willing to pay for better service. Further 
weight was added to this belief by the 
fact that a number of justifiable complaints 
had been received about the inadequate 
service of the library, which could not be 
improved at the 4¢ tax rate. The Librarian 
had kept the Board informed about the 
amount of time he had spent explaining to 
the schools, the Township Trustees and 
the public at large why the service was no 
better. When approached about the loca- 
tion of stations in the towns, the trustees 
and the people in the townships approved 
even if the tax rate were to be raised. 


With the assurance of enthusiasm and 
cooperation from the township and their 
civic and service organizations, the Board 
approved the installation of three stations 
to be opened in January of 1957. The 1957 
tax rate was increased from 4¢ to 6¢, 
raising the budget from $22,109 to $26,020. 
The 1958 budget provides for a further 
increase to a 7¢ rate and a budget of 
$32,058 to enable the opening of two 
more stations. 


The locations of the stations were se- 
lected by a careful study of population 
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concentrations, shopping areas and the 
size of the circulation from the bookmobile 
in each town. 


The Board of the La Porte County Li- 
brary and the trustees of the three town- 
ships in which the stations are located co- 
operated in their installation. The agree- 
ment was that the trustees would provide 
housing, heat, lights and shelving, and the 
Library would provide personnel, books 
and liability and fire insurance for the book 
collection. The trustees received help from 
community organizations to fulfill their 
part of the agreement. 


The Union Mills station was the first 
to be opened on February 1, 1957. A 
hardware store in the middle of the shop- 
ping area rented to the township trustee 
an entire wall with shelving already 
erected. A collection of 1200 books was 
placed on these shelves. 


The second station opened on February 
7, 1957, at Fish Lake in a barber shop 
which had sufficient space. The book shelv- 
ing was built in the school shop with wood 
provided by the township trustee. When 
the barber left the community a few 
months later, the station was moved to 
the local hardware store. Again heat and 
lights were provided by the store owner. 


The Rolling Prairie station did not open 
until June 30 because of difficulties in lo- 
cating housing for the station. Finally in 
the spring a small house in the middle of 
the shopping area was vacated. The Lions 
and Lionettes painted the house inside 
and out, installed new wiring and floures- 
cent lights, laid new flooring and put 
acoustical tile on the ceiling. New shelv- 
ing was built by the Lions Club to handle 


about 1200 books and space was saved 
for more shelving in the future. 


Community organizations sponsored 
teas at the opening of each of these sta- 
tions. The newspapers and radio stations 
in the area were generous in giving pub- 
licity during the planning stage and after 
the openings. Both the Library and the 
township trustees and the groups which 
assisted received some excellent publicity. 


Several types of locations were con- 
sidered in which to locate the stations. 
Private homes were offered but this was 
not encouraged because it was felt that 
people might be reluctant to enter a pri- 
vate home. Public buildings, drug stores, 
and other stores with a heavy traffic were 
considered ideal locations. The practice 
of asking the township trustee to provide 
the physical facilities for the station has 
the drawback that sites must sometimes 
be accepted by the Library which are not 
as desirable as they might be. 


Each station is operated by a local per- 
son, selected and paid by the Library. The 
Library looks for someone who is well- 
known in the community, who has as much 
education as possible and who is enthus- 
iastic about promoting the station. Exper- 
ience in library work is not necessary since 
the Bookmobile Librarian trains the sta- 
tion operator. The first training comes 
when the books for the station’s opening 
are delivered from the County Library. 
The station librarian works with the 
County Library personnel in getting the 
books placed on the shelves. Then the 
Bookmobile Librarian is on hand the first 
day the station is open for business to 
instruct the station librarian in circulation

routines and to arswer any questions that 
may arise. 


Station hours are determined by the 
events that draw people to town: shopping 
hours, mail and newspaper delivery at the 
post office, club meetings, church choir 
rehearsals, etc. The stations start out at 
ten hours per week and if circulation war- 
rants it, more hours are added. The hours 
for the station to be open are sometimes 
determined by the housing facilities used. 
For example, one station had no evening 
hours because it was located in a store 
which was never open evenings. 


Each station is started with a collection 
of 800 to 1500 books. Patrons’ requests for 
books not in the collection are filled from 
the city and county collections of 70,000 
volumes, either by mail if the request is 
urgent or by the bookmobile on its next 
scheduled trip to the station. The Book- 
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mobile Librarian visits each station regu- 
larly to change the book collection and to 
answer any questions or problems which 
may have arisen. 


Circulation procedures are simplified as 
much as possible in the stations. No regis- 
tration system is used; to charge out a book 
the borrower merely signs his name on the 
book card. No fines are charged for over- 
due books. 


Circulation has increased markedly in 
two of the three stations in the few months 
the stations have been in operation. Their 
circulation per month has been nearly 
double over the same month for the pre- 
vious year. The other station is just be- 
ginning to recover from the disruption of 
being moved. Community pride and inter- 
est in a new library has contributed to this 
increase. Another factor is the greater 
availability of books because of the hours

the station is open. The bookmobile has no 
evening or Saturday hours, so many pa- 
trons could never get to borrow books. 
People feel free to browse in the stations 
where there is more space, while on the 
Bookmobile the crowded conditions urged 
them to select their books and get out as 
quickly as possible. 


Plans for the future include using the 
freed bookmobile time that previously was 
spent in these towns to visiting the more 
sparsely settled areas in the County with 
greater frequency. In the stations, story 
hours, reading clubs for children, book 


displays, magazine collections and phono- 
graph records will be made available. 
More reference materials will be placed in 
the collections. 


This expansion of service will be pos- 
sible with a comparatively small increase 
in the tax rate because of the vastly greater 
tax base than that available to the aver- 
age township library. Techniques for ro- 
tating the books from one station to 
another will be worked out to prevent the 
station collections from becoming static. 
More adult books will be purchased since
